the Supreme Court receutiy. 
One MeCul- 


lough, of Philadelphia, sued to recover be- 
uen'ts which the by-laws provided ?bouhl 
l>e received by "any member who, after l'-i 
moutn1-' inembersbtp, through sickness or 
disability, is unable io Ibllow his oaual or 
some other business or occupation what- 
soever,:| aud the Association set up as a de- 
fense that, as the plaintiff was insane, he 
was noi entitled to receive anything. 


The Court oi Comuiou Pleas decided that/ 


insanity- was uot a sickness aud denied the 
plaintiff's right to recover. 
The Supreme 


Court, iu an opinion hy Justice Mitchell, 
reveiKe-^ ibis and holds that eveu il insanity- 
be not a sickness, which is intimated to be 
the I'-ise in the opinion oi' the higher court, 
the other world iu the by-laws, ''disability,)r

realization of which caused a partial wakinj 
up within the last few years. 
It is to b 


hoped that we will become wide awake t 
our own interest, now that we are abont t 
become a railroad centre aud tbe c-oal field 
of Maryland am) those of own State are t 
be opened to us aud direct communicatio 
with the cities given. Is not tbe opportun 
time at liaud for this county to weigb ancbo 
and get fairly alongside of others in tbe liu 
of progress? Jsow in order to accompHs 
this we must become a manufacturing a 
•well as farming district, which would giv 
useful employment to our young 
folks 


keeping them with us, uud thus iucrcas 
onr population, happiness and wealth. 
Le 


us bee how we can help to bring it about. 


First, we mast by our patronage encour- 


age those industries already established and 
help to create others for the manufacturing 
into useful articles the abundant material 
we bave in tbe county. 


For iiibUuce, all our batk might be ns-ed 


in our tanneries in tanning hides into leath- 
er, as was foiiu^rly the case, for we all need 
shoes and we arc not jet able to grow them 
as we do potatoes or apples. 
Nor at this 


advanced age are we likely to get back to 
the good okl custom of having them made 
to measn.e of good home-tanned leather by 
luiuest workmen. 
Our nhoes weie then 


in in lib paper or shoddy lillings and ll.iuky 
insoles, which hold water like a sponge and 
aie not therefore very conducive to health. 
If we cannot go hack to the dny.s of Muall 
things the que.stion in whether it is good 
policy for us to continue our picneut mode of 
supply, which; gives UN a iittle present com- 
fort aud a pile oi old shot's, with a loss to 
the country ol thousands of dollar^ paid 
out y 


Xext, our wngou and coach makers, bow 


li;i\e they beeu faring ut our hands? 
Are 


wo not Ciiusing tlieiu to leave the county or 
spend many of their days in idleness, be- 
cause we will not employ them to do our 
woik; because we send onr money out ol 
the county fora western wagon, caitia^e or 
stieigb, not because they are uuy better or 
<aveu as good, but because they are sold a 
tritie cheaper? Fellow fanners, instead of 
shipping our good oak aud bickoij, would 
it not be wisdom in us to give in into tbe 
hands of our mechanics and ha\c tluni man- 
ufacture our wagons, cjirruiges. slsi^ln, etc., 
for us at home, thus saving to the county 
the price of labor, together witb that of the 
lumber used in their conslrnctiou ? At the 
Same time we would be developing; u pioth- 
able local employment 


To illustrate I will inform you how one ol 


our former Adams eumify men, w i t h Ins 
eons, bus succeeded by loc-ilin^ e^eubert. 
The father of the Studenaker brothers went 
west from Piuetowu, this county, a poor 
man, and from his humble shop at South 
Bend, Indiana, produced 
au 
enterprise 


which, now gives employment to titleeu 
hundred tuea 
The wagons, miule, it iu one 


coutiuuODS Hue, would readi twenty-live 
thousand miles, and the rirui, as the result 
oi their industry, is worth at least $2,000,- 
000. 


Now it is a well-known fact that some of 


onr Adams county farmers j-eud money to 
adjoining counties aud western states to get 
a higher interest, and thus help develop 
such enterprises aud build up those conulies 
and states. 
Would it cot be to their advan- 


tage to invest it in some needful enterprise 
in the conuty tbat would give employment 
to 1,500 or '2,000 men ? With their fam- 
ilies they would need much, and it would 
fall to the farmer to supply the demand; 
o.ir merchants would have to handle more 
goods and employ more help; the contract- 
ors would have more houses to erect; the 
bunks would have more depositors; and so 
along the whole line, all caused by our in- 
creased population and wealth. 


A matter of the greatest importance to us 


if we would with others reap the rich beu- 
e/iU tbat are mado possible for us to attain 
by our protection system. 


Eaatou and other towns of onr own state 


and many of the towns of Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois are raising fuuds to have ready at 
hand to oiler to enterprising men to have 
them locate their factories iu these towns. 


I tjuote from a recent s-peech of rieuator 


Brown, of Georgia: "Iu other words if the 
manufacturing interests of New England 
have passed the stage of infancy aud reached 
mature manhood it can not be denied tbat 
in the main the industiies of the south laud 
lie with just propriety might have added 
Adams county) are still iu their infancy and 
need protection. It is only since the aboli- 
tion of slavery that tbe .spirit of development 
has Uvkeu hold of the south, and mauulae- 
nriug interests are springing up iu every di- 
rection. 
The high protection tariff, iw it 


is usually called, has been a motive posver 
in producing this result. 
Why should not 


the south imitate the example of New Eng- 
land and mi>v<* forward energetically aud 
grandly ou the same line until she accumu- 
lated mnch greater wealth than New Eng- 
land has been able to amass up to this period. 


Instead of sitting down and complaining 


that our neighbors are growing rich let ua 
adopt the same line of policy that has made 
them rich aud press forward until we have 
built up our own section in wealth and 
power." I think I may say that no section 
of this Union is making as rapid strides iu 
development and in the establishment of 
factories of all kinds aa the Southern States; 
nc states are likely to be as mnch benelitted 
by protection as the Southern States.

«>d, thin which there is none better, cer- 
niuly none cheaper, for corn aud wheat. 


Next, could we not stop the importation 


f egg', and tbe exportation ut" wheat to 
mile extent liy feeding some to the chickens 
uul giving ihot-e little home iuduslrits a 
h;uice to manni'tcluro it into eggs for us, 
vith which to supply our home demands. 


We find the following sensible remarks on 


he poultry industry in Secretary liusk's 
anuual report: "The time has come when 
the importance of the poultry interests 
•hould be recoguized iu this Department.

I88U-90 beiuy more wet and the winter oper, 
the product has fallen to 2,200 dozen. 
The 


manure he values at half the cost of feed. 
He cleans out his hennerys every three 
weeks, puts tbe contents in a dry place and 
treats with sufficient plaster to retain the 
ammonia. 
Before nsing he puts it through 


the threshing machine, then adds more 
piaster, making in all alwjut 500 Iba. and 
500 Ibs. pettish. 
He says bone or rock can 


be added, lie then screens it, nsing the 
fine to drill with wheat and the coarse with 
core. His yield of wheat is 25 to 30 bushels 
per acre. Mr. David Eckertalso stated that 
he realizes $2.00 per bushel for his wheat. 
He say a that it you want your Laos to pro- 
duce eggs you must feed them egg produc^i 
food and with proper htteutiou they will 
hriuK m a better return than anything on 
the farm. 


As much as po^ible ou the farm we should 


adopt the factory plan of converting our hay 
and grain crops into first-class stock, ereauu, 
butter, eggs and poultry, which would re- 
duce the bulk and yet give us as mnch il 
not more for our farm products, and to com- 
pensate for the extra labor we would have 
a larger amount and better quality of man- 


ure, 
which would enable us to >:ive much ol 


the money uow paid out for phosphate. 
And you know it. isn't how much we make, 
but what we pave that counts to our credit. 
I j'eel assured that if some such measures 
would becairied out iu the county by us 
or the next teu years, we would be aston- 
eihed at the progress made.
